authority on ball games writes in. the 


* Daily mail :— 
At the close of the lawn tennis: séa- 
son (competitive) men put away their 
ducks nnd flannels and’ womcn their 
ekirts, blouse’, aud tennis jumpers, of 
all kinds of cut and material. The 
question of suitable tennis garb for 
women-for men’ it’ is long since 
este blished—is worth consideration, 

First, s word: masculine. In the 
early days of the game there was 
experimontation, The great Lawford 
and, Jwis and Williams played in 
flanne! knickerbockers and black 
atockings‘and flannel or silk shirts. 

The Renshawa in their first, years— 
and Lawford and H. W. W. Wilber- 
force sometimes followed them— wore 
sleeveless singlets.
